This paper is in response to the Examiner's Statement For Reasons For Allowance found

It is submitted that the Examiner's statement does not coincide with the corresponding 
language expressly recited in the claims, and therefore, does not accurately reflect the reasons 
why the present claims were allowed. In particular, reference should be made to the language 
expressly recited in claims 1. 1 8, 46 and 55. For example:

one of said glazing components and one major surface of the other of said bonding sheets 
is bonded to the major surface of the other of said glazing components, such that said 
optical sheet is positioned between said bonding sheets and said glazing components, and
